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Flood victims face 
ongoing hardships

Three weeks after the dis¬ 
trict was hit by heavy flood¬ 
ing, many flood victims 
across the region, including 
seniors, are living in in¬ 
creasingly unsafe and un¬ 
sanitary conditions, area 
politicians heard Wednes¬ 
day. 

“There are people living 
in very unsafe conditions 
right now,” said Wendy 
Dichrow, executive director 
of Greenwood Neighbour¬ 
hood Place. “They feel that 
they’ve been dropped on 
their heads. 

“I’m extremely concerned 
with a lot of seniors. We 
could be seeing some long¬ 
term health effects. The pub¬ 
lic needs to know that we 
have a problem.” 

Dichrow was speaking at 
a Sundre meeting convened 
by Wild Rose MP Myron 
Thompson to discuss the 
flood situation. 

Among those in attend¬ 
ance were Mountain View 
County councillors Arnie 
Shea, Kathy Blain and Liz 
Negropontes, Sundre Mayor 
Roy Cummings, Greenwood 
Neighbourhood Place repre¬ 
sentatives, Sundre Petro¬ 
leum Operators Group rep¬ 
resentatives, and officials 
from Shell Canada. 

Sundre-based Greenwood 
Neighbourhood Place, 
which is coordinating relief 
efforts, has fielded 300 calls 
over the past three weeks 
from people across Moun¬ 
tain View County seeking 
help. Mountain View County 
office has also received 
many calls. 

Flooding across the re¬ 
gion on June 18 and 19 dam¬ 
aged or destroyed many 
homes. Campgrounds and 
rural properties have also 
been hard hit. 

A number of residents af¬ 
fected by the flooding have 
been forced to move out of 
their homes and into tempo¬ 
rary facilities such as out¬ 
buildings and trailers. 

A number of homes have 
already been condemned, in¬ 
cluding the hard-hit Sleepy 
Hollow neighbourhood at 
Westward Ho. 

Many people continue to 
live in homes with base¬ 
ments flooded with sewage, 
making for potentially very 


dangerous health situa¬ 
tions. 

Many of those affected 
are lower income people who 
“don’t have the money to 
live in a hotel,” she said. 

Help is needed to strip 
flood soaked drywall, re¬ 
move soaked furniture, and 
conduct other cleanup. 

Meeting participants de¬ 
cided to compile a list of resi¬ 
dents in need of immediate 
assistance, and to have re¬ 
lief efforts focus first and 
foremost on those high-pri¬ 
ority cases. 

Councillor Arnie Shea, 
whose division includes the 
immediate Sundre area, said 
there is an obvious need for 
ongoing flood relief. 

“We have people who are 
homeless that do not have a 
clean environment to live in 
and no drinking water,” said 
Shea. 

Councillor Negropontes 
said the municipalities 
“have got to step up” to 
help those in need. 

MP Thompson said he 
will be in contact with the 
Department of Fisheries and 
Oceans regarding river 
cleanup, and with the mili¬ 
tary to see if some soldiers 
can be brought to help out. 

The town of Sundre and 
Mountain View County put 
out a mail out brochure on 
Friday, providing contact 
numbers for people regard¬ 
ing water use, flood cleanup, 
and disaster relief and as¬ 
sistance programs. 

Following the meeting, 
SPOG officials started tak¬ 
ing questionnaires to area 
residents in an attempt to 
identify high-priority cases. 

Dickrow said from ques¬ 
tionnaires filled out since 
Wednesday it is clear mould 
in homes is becoming a real 
problem. 

“Our first priority is to 
help the people get into a 
safe home,” she said. 

“The first thing we have 
to do.” 

Martia Stermann, coordi¬ 
nator with GNP, said offi¬ 
cials are encouraging people 
to watch their neighbours 
for signs of fatigue. 

"It’s been three weeks and peo¬ 
ple are starting to get very tired, 
physically and mentally,” said 
Stermann. “We need people to 
come forward if they see people in 
trouble.” 


Special areas asking to tap into 
Red Deer River

It seems ironic that the Spe¬ 
cial Areas Board is requesting 
to tap into the Red Deer River, 
after receiving a huge amount 
of moisture over the past few 
weeks, like much of Alberta, 
when Mother Nature didn’t 
want to give up, and flooded 
quite a few communities out. 

However, the Special Areas 
Board says they want to plan 
for the future, which in a typi¬ 
cal year is very dry in the east¬ 
ern part of the Province. The 
Special Areas includes much 
of east-central Alberta, such 
as Hanna, Stettler, and the 
surrounding areas - and are 
currently working on a 
project called the, Special Ar¬ 
eas Water Supply Project. 

The program, if approved 
by the Province, would allow 
the group of municipalities to 
tap into the Red Deer River 
and divert water to the east¬ 
ern parts of the province, 
which would be used as an 
economic driver and hopefully 
keep more people in the re¬ 
gion, rather than having 
them move away. 

The Provincial average of 
growth is 17 per cent; how¬ 
ever communities in the Spe¬ 
cial Areas are losing about 
five per cent of their popula¬ 
tion, annually. 

Generally, the Special Ar¬ 
eas is significantly dryer than 
other areas of the province, 
which is why they are hoping 
to get approval from Alberta 
Environment to divert water 
into the Special Areas. 

“We have chronic 
drought,” explained Special 
Areas Board chairman. Jay 
Slemp. “This is one of the rea¬ 
sons why this got started. 
Through grasshoppers, 
through drought - through 
everything, like stock water, 
which is in demand - we have 
a real shortage of moisture up 
this way.” 

In order to get the approval 
to divert water to the Special 
Areas, Alberta Environment 
requires the Board to make 
presentations in a number of 
communities that either use 
the Red Deer River or could 
become directly impacted, if 
approval was to go ahead. 

One of those public meet¬ 
ings was held in Carstairs 
earlier this month, June 16 - 
the same day when they made 
a brief appearance in the 
Town of Sundre, to also dis¬ 
cuss their plans. 

The Town of Carstairs - 
along with the Towns of 
Crossfield, Didsbury, Olds, 
Bowden, and Innisfail - all re¬ 
ceive their water from the Red 
Deer River. 

The water, which is deliv¬ 
ered to the communities 
through a regional water line, 
is withdrawn from the river 
just west of Innisfail. 

The cost of the project, 
which the Board has asked 


the Province to fund completely, 
is in the neighbourhood of $193 
million. 

Throughout his tours of the 
different communities Slemp 
says he has heard constant con¬ 
cerns from residents, politicians, 
and other affected parties. 

“The main issue is - do we 
have enough water in the Red 
Deer River?” Slemp explained. 

Slemp says that there is more 
than enough water, without 
breaking any agreements with 
Saskatchewan who also rely on 
the water left in the river after 
it flows through Alberta. 

Compared to other rivers in 
the Province, even with the spe¬ 
cial areas project, the amount 
of water taken out of the Red 
Deer River is still significantly 
lower. 

The Old Man River has about 
70 per cent of their water with¬ 
drawn before leaving the Prov¬ 
ince, the Bow River has 80 per 
cent of its water withdrawn, and 
the Red Deer River currently has 
18 per cent of its water with¬ 
drawn. If this special areas 
project is approved, it would add 
on an additional 3.4 per cent of 
water which would be with¬ 
drawn - for a total of 21.4 per 
cent being taken from the Red 
Deer River, before it flows out 
of the Province. 

“We have a declining popula¬ 
tion (in the special area commu¬ 
nities), so we are hoping we can 
use it to attract industry and to 
also retain our population,” 
Slemp added. 

Slemp added that there are 
many vacant buildings, such as 
large factories and commercial 
properties, which have closed 
their doors, because of the de¬ 
clining population and lack of 
water in the region. 

Water uses, if this project was 
approved, would include uses for 
irrigation, stock water, water- 
fowl conservation, municipal 
and domestic water supply, and 
recreation. 

The Special Areas Water Sup¬ 
ply Project would involve diver¬ 
sion works on the Red Deer 
River south of the Hamlet of 
Nevis and water conveyance 
through pipelines and canals to 
the headwaters of Sounding and 
Berry creeks. 

Water would be made avail¬ 
able to the Special Areas 
through existing and proposed 
canals, natural channels, water 
supply reservoirs and multi-use 
projects. 

Slemp says that if this project 
goes ahead this will be the per¬ 
fect place for industry and large 
commercial businesses to start 
considering. 

“We can try to attract differ¬ 
ent businesses - like large inten¬ 
sive feedlot operations - because 
we have the large separations 
that people are wanting, and 
they would then have a water 
supply,” he explained. “We 
would like to grow on things like 
this.” 

The annual operations and 
maintenance costs of the project 


is expected to cost upwards 
of $1.5 million and energy 
costs are expected to cost an 
additional $1.6 million. 
Slemp says that the Board is 
hoping to recover some of 
these funds through user 
fees, although it wasn’t ex¬ 
plained what type of user 
fees would be charged. 

Local politicians were 
present at the public meeting 
earlier this month, including 
Mountain View County 
Reeve A1 Kemmere and Town 
of Carstairs councillor Bill 
Dallas. 

Kemmere says he can cer¬ 
tainly understand why the 
Special Areas wants this, 
calling it their lifeline, but 
says he isn’t sure if it’s fea¬ 
sible due to the high costs. 

“I can sure understand 
why they want to do this. I 
can understand it being their 
lifeline. If they don’t get it - 
they die,” he said. 

Kemmere says that the 
water will be diverted as far 
as 423 kilometers and the 
amount of water which will 
be lost to evaporation, in his 
mind is huge. 

“The losses in this project 
are huge.” he said. 

It’s expected that 14 per 
cent of the water diverted to 
this project, if approved, 
would be lost due to evapo¬ 
ration. 

The Special Areas are hop¬ 
ing to be able to divert 53,440 
Dam3 of water, which 9,630 
Dam3 (or 14 per cent) would 
be lost due to evaporation. 

Carstairs Councillor Bill 
Dallas, who is the local rep 
on the Mountain View Re¬ 
gional Water Line Commis¬ 
sion, says he has concerns, 
especially the cost of the 
project. 

“To me it doesn’t make 
economic sense,” he said. 
“When you look at the whole 
Province of Alberta, is it re¬ 
ally worth spending $200 
million in an area with such 
a low population when there 
are so many other areas that 
that water could be put?” 

Dallas also feels that it 
will affect the different natu¬ 
ral aspects of the river, be¬ 
cause it would be an un-natu¬ 
ral flow. 

“Your going to affect the 
aquatic life, nothing major, 
but it will be affected,” Dal¬ 
las added. 

If this project is approved 
by the Province, the govern¬ 
ment will need to authorize 
it by passing a Special Act in 
the legislation. 

And, even if this project 
is approved this project 
would have to cut off their tap 
into the Red Deer River if there 
was a shortage of water in the 
Red Deer River, as all existing 
users - such as the Mountain 
View Regional Water Line - 
have priority.

Farm Aid Re-Visited 


Myron Thompson, Mem¬ 
ber of Parliament for Wild 
Rose says “on June 29th Ag¬ 
riculture Minister Andy 
Mitchell announced a re-al¬ 
location of funds from the 
September 10th 2004 ’Repo¬ 
sitioning The Canadian 
Livestock Industry Strat¬ 
egy’ program. This is the 
third time that the Minis¬ 
ter has re-announced, re¬ 
cycled and re-allocated 
these same funds. This an¬ 
nouncement would be 
laughable if it weren’t so 
sad.” 

The changes announced 
to their livestock assistance 
program include: 

Herd Management for 
Older Animals Program. 
This program will provide 
for the selective culling of 
older animals and will be 
cost shared on a 60:40 ba¬ 
sis with the provinces. So 
far, only Manitoba, On-

tario, Quebec and certain 
Atlantic provinces will be eli¬ 
gible for this new funding. 
There was no indication in 
the Minister’s announce¬ 
ment of the amount of fund¬ 
ing, deadlines or details. 

$17.1 million of old money 
to help expand Canada’s 
slaughter capacity. This 
money is not new money. It 
is simply a re-announce- 
ment of the money they said 
they would re-allocate to the 
ineffective loan loss reserve 
program in their recent 
Budget. 

$10.2 million over two 
years to offset costs to pro¬ 
ducer organizations that 
maintain performance 
records and register breed¬ 
ing animals. No specific 
details were provided for 
this funding. 

An extension of the Fed 
Cattle Set-Aside Program 
until possibly the end of the 


2005-2006 fiscal year. No 
dollar figures were an¬ 
nounced for this program 
and we still do not know if, 
let alone when, this money 
will flow. 

“This program has no 
substance,” stated 

Thompson. “For almost a 
year and a half now the Con¬ 
servatives have been calling 
for a program to deal with 
the problem of surplus ani¬ 
mals. I’m happy to hear that 
the Minister is finally agree¬ 
ing to address this impor¬ 
tant issue, but I’m very con¬ 
cerned about the vagueness 
of this announcement— no 
dollars, no deadlines and no 
details.” 

“Unfortunately this could be 
another phony announcement 
regarding farm aid” said 
Thompson “The Conservative 
opposition is insisting that the 
government provide real solutions 
to these veiy real problems.”

Insurance Plan (AHCIP) premium billing and registration information is missing. 

The tape did not contain any personal credit information or medical 
diagnostic/treatment information. 

Information on the tape includes: 

• Names • Department and/or payroll 

• Personal health numbers numbers (where applicable) 

• Monthly premium rates • Number of persons covered 

Albertans who have their AHCIP premiums sent to the department by their 
employer or another association or agency may have had information on the tape. 

Alberta Health and Wellness apologizes for any inconvenience caused to 
individuals affected by this matter. The Office of the Information and Privacy 
Commissioner has conducted an investigation and concluded that the risk to 
individuals is low. The report also indicated that Alberta Health and Wellness 
has taken reasonable measures to protect Albertans' data. 

Protecting personal information is a serious issue and we have taken steps to 
increase security. As soon as this incident was reported, the department 
eliminated the related tape transfer business process. 

There is a small risk that the personal health care numbers of individuals who 
are named on the tape could be used to obtain health care services fraudulently. 
There would be no financial impact for an individual in this case. The department 
encourages health service providers to verify the identity of new patients. This 
and the department's new card issuance business practices would make it difficult 
for anyone to fraudulently use the information on the missing tape.

It was June 8, 1955 when 
he first arrived in Canada, 
from Germany, to work on 
a farm in Manitoba. He was 
only supposed to stay a year, 
and now 50 years later Clem 
Kuelker still calls Canada 
home. 

“The climate was a big 
factor to start with,” said 
Kuelker.

After working in Mani¬ 
toba from 1955 to 1956 as a 
farm hand, Kuelker moved 
to Yellowknife to work in 
the Gold Mine. 

“My career is trade orien¬ 
tated, my trade is black¬ 
smith, mechanic, and I was 
mostly doing repairs under¬ 
ground in the Gold Mine,” 
said Kuelker. 

In April 1959 Kuelker 
moved to Didsbury and 
bought a welding shop, 
which he ran for 39 years. 

When Kuelker sold 
Kuelkers Manufacturing 
Ltd. in 1998, he had 62 em¬ 
ployees. 

“We made farm equipment, 
dozens of different types of 
equipment over the years,” 
said Kuelker. “We delivered 
trucks all over North 
America. The Green Drop 
trucks you see in Calgary 
were built here in Didsbury. 

We built all the hangers at 
the airport. We built the 
towers at MasterFeeds, and 
we built flare stacks for the 
oil industry.” 

The company, is now lo¬ 
cated in Olds. 

“I now work for the 
Stampede every year,” said 
Kuelker. “I look after the 
stage equipment. I actually 
built the mobile stage they 
use for the Grandstand 
Show.” 

Kuelker also does con¬ 
sulting work for people who 
are stuck with different 
kinds of projects. 

“Today I am going to play 
my first golf game this year,” 
said Kuelker. “I have no 
time on a regular basis, I 
am very busy.” Kuelker and 
his wife Theresa raised their 
three children in Canada, 
two of them presently still 
live in Canada, and one lives 
in New Jersey.

Probably the main one is that our 
members, Inga and Henning Norre live in Olds where they 
own a wonderful 100 year old Heritage House and have of¬ 
fered to let us use the verandah and lawn for the occasion. 
The party is on Friday July 15th, it’s open house and we are 
celebrating Alberta’s Centennial, the 100th Anniversary of 
Norway’s Independence and Old’s Centennial. It’s an ambi¬ 
tious undertaking and we have been preparing for sometime. 
If the weather co-operates it should be a lovely day. 

I am a bit disappointed at our Provinces participation in 
the Centennial. Saskatchewan has been carrying colorful 
ads, tourist information and profiles of Saskatchewan pio¬ 
neers that make Alberta’s efforts look pretty puny. There 
should be flags and signs and Government representatives 
extolling our history on every corner, instead what publicity 
there has been seems to lack enthusiasm. I was given the job 
of registering our event with the 2005 Alberta Centennial 
Committee toward getting some publicity, some flags, bal¬ 
loons, posters etc. So far I have not received anything and 
time is running out. 

I had a terrible time getting registered, it has to be done 
on Website, no phone orders are accepted and my first regis¬ 
tration, although it was marked accepted, became lost in the 
electronic maze that controls our destiny. When nothing was 
forthcoming I managed, with great difficulty and much hold¬ 
ing and forwarding and leaving of messages, to get through 
on the phone and was asked nicely to register again. This 
second registration was rejected until I could “rectify the 
omissions marked by red arrows,” but there were no omis¬ 
sions and no red arrows.

You can’t have a Scandinavian Coffee Party without 
Scandinavian Baking and boy has there been some baking 
going on. Our members are some of the world’s best bakers 
and Inga has enlisted some of her Danish and Swedish friends 
to help us, so goodness knows what delicacies and marvelous 
morsels await. I know that there will be a kransekakke 
which is the Scandinavian wedding cake made mostly from 
ground almonds, sugar and egg white, deep fried rosettes, 
sparkling with sugar, krumkaker, the curled cone cookies 
filled with whipped cream, torrevafflers, little heart shaped 
dry waffles, sandkakke, fluted tart shells made from short¬ 
bread, berlinerkransers, peppernutters, ginger cookies, goro, 
fattigman, the list goes on and on and every one of them is 
delicious, rich and as far as I'm concerned a big pain in the 
neck to make. 

Norwegian food is made from basic ingredients but be¬ 
cause Scandinavians are incapable of doing anything the easy 
way they complicate the method to the point of insanity. I 
have tried to make most of the fore mentioned and I have 
had reasonable success even though I always end up frus¬ 
trated and tired. This time I thought I’d try a couple of the 
simpler varieties. One of them involves rolling dough into 
vanilla and chocolate ropes then fitting them together, freez¬ 
ing them and cutting off tiny “checkerboards.”

Unless the dough was at exactly the right tempera¬ 
ture it either shattered or squashed. I wanted to smash it 
into one large blob and give it to the dog. For my next act I 
am going to try Serina Cakes which are shortbread cookies 
rolled in chopped almonds and already 1 know that the al¬ 
monds will not adhere and that I am going to be screaming 
and kicking walls. 

I seem to be losing enthusiasm for the Centennial myself, 
and I don’t think I can blame it on the Provincial Govern¬ 
ment.

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A difficult final goodbye 


QUESTION: Why don't behavioral scientists see the im¬ 
portant need for a father to be an active component in a son's 
life and report their findings to us? 

I)R. DOBSON: Behavioral scientists have only recently 
begun to understand how critical fathers are to the healthy 
development of both boys and girls. According to psychiatrist 
Kyle Pruett, the author of "Fatherneed" (Broadway Books, 
$13), dads are as important to children as moms, but in a 
very different way. Here are other surprising findings that 
have emerged from careful research on the role of fathers: 

— There is an undeniable linkage between fathers and ba¬ 
bies beginning at birth. 

-- Infants as young as 6 weeks old can differentiate be¬ 
tween a mother's and a father's voice. 

— By 8 weeks, babies can distinguish between their moth¬ 
er's and their father's caretaking methods. 

— Infants are born with a drive to find and connect to their 
fathers. As they begin to speak, their word for "father" often 
precedes their word for "mother." The reasons for this are 
unknown. 

— Toddlers are especially obvious in their assertions of 
"fatherneed": they will seek out their father, ask for him when 
he's not present, be fascinated when he talks to them on the 
phone, and investigate every part of his body if allowed. 

— Teenagers express fatherneed in yet more complex ways, 
competing with their father and confronting his values, be¬ 
liefs and, of course, limits. For so many sons and daughters, 
it is only at the death of the father that they discover the 
intensity and longevity of their fatherneed, especially when it 
has gone begging. 

While children of all ages — both male and female — have an 
innate need for contact with their fathers, let me emphasize 
again that boys suffer most from the absence or 
noninvolvement of fathers. According to the National Center 
for Children in Poverty, boys without fathers are twice as 
likely to drop out of school, twice as likely to go to jail, and 
nearly four times as likely to need treatment for emotional 
and behavioral problems as boys with fathers. 

Repeatedly during my review of the latest research for this 
book, I came face-to-face with the same disturbing issue. Boys 
are in trouble today primarily because their parents, and es¬ 
pecially their dads, are distracted, overworked, harassed, ex¬ 
hausted, uninterested, chemically dependent, divorced or sim¬ 
ply unable to cope. 

As indicated above, all other problems plaguing young males 
flow from (or are related to) these facts of life in the 21st 
century. Chief among our concerns is the absence of mascu¬ 
line role modeling and mentoring that dads should be provid¬ 
ing. 

Mothers, who also tend to be living on the ragged edge, are 
left to do a job for which they have had little training or expe¬ 
rience. Having never been boys, women often have only a 
vague notion of how to go about rearing one. Boys are the big 
losers when families splinter. 

The National Center on Addiction and Substance Abuse at 
Columbia University found that children living in two-parent 
families who had only a fair or poor relationship with their 
fathers were at 68 percent higher risk of smoking, drinking 
and drug usage than teens having a good or excellent rela¬ 
tionship with dads. 

By comparison, children growing up in a home headed by a 
single mother who had an excellent relationship with their 
mothers had a 62 percent lower risk of abusing substances 
than children living in a two-parent family with a fair or poor 
relationship with their father. The influence of a good father 
can hardly be overemphasized. 

Dr. William Pollock, Harvard psychologist and author of 
"Real Boys" (Owl Books, $15), concludes that divorce is diffi¬ 
cult for children of both sexes, but it is devastating for males. 
He says the basic problem is the lack of discipline and super¬ 
vision in the father's absence and his unavailability to teach 
what it means to be a man. Pollock also believes fathers are 
crucial in helping boys to manage their emotions. As we have 
seen, without the guidance and direction of a father, a boy's 
frustration often leads to varieties of violence and other anti¬ 
social behavior.

There are many people whose lives 
have touched ours and who have 
become dear to us, that we will 
miss. We will long for those days 
when we could just sit and visit 
with them, enjoy their company 
and share about the mutual chal¬ 
lenges we faced living in Nigeria. 

From what we have seen in 
our various visits to Hungary life 
will be very different from Nigeria. 
Water and electricity are constant. 
Public transportation will allow 
us to get virtually anywhere with¬ 
out a car. There are supermarkets 
and department stores with almost 
every conceivable commodity 
available. There are traffic rules 
and drivers follow them. No mos¬ 
quitoes that carry malaria, no 
poisonous snakes in the yard and 
no geckos climbing the walls. In 
some ways life will be easier but 
there will be other challenges. Liv¬ 


ing is more expensive, rent is 
much higher, gasoline more than 
double. The weather is much 
more extreme (more like Canada) 
- no more wearing cotton dresses 
and sandals all year. The language 
is difficult and we will make lots 
of mistakes in the process of learn¬ 
ing at least a little. And then there 
is the challenge of learning a new 
job and becoming a part of the min¬ 
istry at Share. This is where the 
Ijord has led as at this time and 
so we know that He will help us 
as we make the adjustments and 
learn the things we need to know 


to survive and thrive in Hungary 
and with Share. God has worked 
in amazing ways to get us to this 
point so we are looking forward 
in anticipation to see how He will 
continue to work as we move here 
and begin another chapter in our 
walk with Him. 

Ward, a former colleague of 
ours in Nigeria and now serving 
in Kenya, has also been in Buda¬ 
pest this week visiting. We have 
had a great time renewing our 
friendship with him.
